21.— After ex- 
periments conducted with the greatest 
secrecy, Marconi announces that he has 
solved the problem of wireless trans- 
oceanic communication, and has success- 
fully transmitted wireless messages from 
the shores of Camilla to the Coast of 
England. The formal announcement of 
this achievement was made by the in- 
ventor himself today, when lie staled 
thai wireless messages had been suc- 
cessfully transmitted and forwarded 
from the Governor-General to Kin;; 
Edward, and to the Kins of Italy. 

Dr. George It. Perkins, trustee of 
Rhodes' scholarships, was present when 
one of the successful tests was made, 

Ottawa. Dec. 22.— The following mes- 
sage was received by the Governor- 
General yesterday:

The 
contract which .Marconi has with the 
Canadian Government provides that or- 
dinary messages will be ten cents a' 
word, and thai Government and press 
messages will boTive cents a word.

Yesterday Marconi s'-nt the following 
message to Sir Wilfrid Laurier:

Permit 
me to congralnlate you upon success, 
and again to thank yqur Government 
for the cordiality of its encouragement 
and co-operation. 

Hon. \Y. S. Fielding while in Nova 
Scotia intended visiting Marconi's sta- 
tion a: Claie Hay, but was unabl ■> to 
do s.i. The Minister of Finance receiv- 
ed the following telegram yesterday 
from Marconi:

Representatives "f the Marconi com- 
pany say they have been receiving 
trans-Atlantic messages for wool:. They 
add that the messages to King 
Edward and others come through with- 
out a hitch and practically instantan- 
eously. The instant the key was de- 
pressed in Nova Scotia the receiver at 
Poldhu, Cornwall, answered. It is cal- 
culated that the company will be able 
to handle l.dlMI words an hour. So 
soon as it is able to get the post office 
authorities to connect Poldhu with the 
inland telegraph, the company will com- 
mence regular commercial business be- 
tween Cornwall and Nova Scotia. 

Koine. Dec. 22.- King Victor Em- 
manuel this morning received a wireless 
message from Marconi forwarded from 
Capo Breton, via 'Cornwall, and sent a 
congratulatory reply. 

Prior to December. 1901. the greatest 
distance covered by wireless telegraphy 
scarcely exceeded TIM) miles. Early in 
that year .Marconi visited Newfound- 
land, and from Signal Hill commenced 
experiments with Cornwall, and on De- 
cember 12 and 13 of that year faint 
signals of the letter "S." repeated sev- 
eral times, were caught by ear, only 
with the aid of telephones. Paler oii, 
.Marconi, on the steamship Philadelphia, 
ibound across the Atlantic, succeeded in 
establishing . communication with Corn- 
wall, a distance of 2,100 miles. 

Transoceanic messages also were re- 
ceived on board the Italian warship Car- 
lo Alberto, while the vessel lay at an- 
chor in Sydney harbor. X. S., on October 
.'51. and since then Marconi has been 
perfecting the apparatus at Table Head. 
IHe met with innumernible difficulties 
there, lull at last lias succeeded in send- 
ing a t runs-oceanic wireless message 
from Canada to Cornwall, a distance of 
2.H00 miles. The Carlo Alberto some 
days ago was ordered to proceed lo 
Venezuela, but as her immediate depar- 
ture would seriously delay (Marconi's 
nnerntions, this order was modified, and 
•-he was held at Sydney until trans-At- 
lantic communication was successfully 
accomplished. She has sailed for Vene- 
zuela to take part in the blockade opera- 
tions.

Ollicial Journal, wliicli was inserted by 
order of the King and Crown Prince, 
has turned into truth what for several 
da j s past has been regarded as an in- 
credible tale. The Crown Princess, 
surrounded by her ladies ill waiting and 
numerous attendants and servants of 
the Royal household, has vanished so 
utterly that the police of every king- 
dom of Kuropc have for leu days been 
unable to trace her. 

The ollicial announcement was made 
ii: order to obtained the aid of the gen- 
eral public in finding the Princess, and 
.because the court fiction that she pre- 
ferred to remain in retirement at Salz- 
burg rather than to return to her hus- 
band and children at Dresden, cannot 
longer be maintained. 

Accompanied by the Crown Prince, 
the Princess went to the castle of Em- 
peror Francis Joseph, near Salsburg. 
a month ago. A week after their ar- 
rival at the castle, the Prince broke his 
leg while hunting, and was brought back 
to Dresden. The Princess, however, 
still remained at the castle. Why she 
did so the people of the court did not 
know, except that the Princess with 
gloomy tenacity usually does what she 
wants. For a little while this explana- 
tion sufficed. Then fragments of gossip 
begun to reach Dresden. It was said 
that the Princess hud surrendered her- 
self to periods of nervous excitement, 
and that her recent actions caused much 
concern to her suit, and to sonic of her 
Austrian kinsfolk, who were staying in 
Ihe castle with her. It is now believed 
that she was under surveillance. The 
narrative of the events at Salzburg dur- 
ing the night of December 11 and 12, 
ns told in Dresden, is that the Princess 
win. appeared to be in an unusually 
tran. mil mood retired before 12 o'clock, 
after t he music in the saloon. 

Three hours later when a maid looked 
in the royal he Ichainher something in 
the appearance of the bed prompted hel- 
lo go closer, and examine it. Instead 
of the Prneess. the maid perceived a 
dummy figure. .She awakened the lady- 
in-waiting and the latter with other 
members of the suite searched all the 
neighboring nnnrtments, then the entire 
castle, and finally the grounds of the 
castle, but no trace of the Princess was 
found. 

At dawn the police were informed of 
Ihe disappearance, and imiuiries were 
made throughout the whole country, but 
with no result. Th" inquiry- hv the 
end of the day hud extended to all 
parts of the Kingdom of Saxony, and 
on authority from Dresden, .by the end 
of the second day, the whole of Europe 
was notified. The theory of suicide win 
suggested, and a fruitless search for the 
I'roioos* | I11B 1,0011 made. All the ponds 
and other pieces of water in the vicinity 
of the castle have been dragged with- 
out, result. The d'sappenrance of the 
■Princess will doubt 'ess cause the circula- 
tion of many stories. It is a 'ready 
rumored that: she eloped, hut imiuiries 
made here have brought nothing to sub- 
stantiate or support this supposition. 

Vienna. Dee. 22.— The flight of the 
Crown Princess of Saxony has cairsed 
great excitement here. It is reported 
that the lArchdnke iFerdinnnd accom- 
panied by one of the court chaniiberlains. 
went to Geneva, where it was supposed 
the Princess had fled, but failed to find 
ptrv (race ef her. The Prill. -ess' brother, 
the Archduke Leopold Ferdinand, is 
said to he with her, hut nothing can 
be ascertained as to her whereabouts. 

It is officially explained that the Prin- 
cess' disappearance is due to mental 
derangement. There U little doubt, how- 
ever, that it was caus;ed by domestic dis- 
cord growing out of her husband s re- 
lations with an actress of the Dresden 
court theatre. It i- stated here that 
the Princess frequently threatened (light 
on this account, and that she was in- 
censed at her father, the Grand Duke of 
Tuscany, for counselling her to forgive 
her husband. It is rumored here tonight 
that the Princess was accompanied by 
the French tutor of her children. 



Accept J ask 



U. S. President Prefers Venez- 
uelan Difficulty Should Go 
to the Hague. 



But It Is Understood He Will 
Act If Strongly 
Pressed. 



Washington, D. C, Dec. 22— President 
Roosevelt has not accepted the position 
of arbitrator of the Venezuelan con- 
troversy. In fact when the ollicial day 
closed he had not received, formally, 
nor officially a request from the Euro- 
pean powers that he act as arbitrator of 
Ihe dispute. These statements are made 
on the highest authority. The President 
and Secretary Hay had a long confer- 
ence today after the former's return 
from his Virginia trip. They carefully 
went over the situation as it had de- 
veloped since Saturday, but it is under- 
stood that nothing has arisen during 
the past -IS hours to warrant the Presi- 
dent in changing his opinion as to the 
iindesirability of bis acceptance of the 
position of arbitrator. So far as can bo 
learned, no specific reasons have been 
advanced .by the European powers for 
objecting to a reference of the Vene- 
zuelans to the arbitration of the Haguo 
irihuniil. It is held by the administra- 
tion that the tribunal at the Haguo 
was constituted to arbitrate just such 
controversies as that which has arisen 
.between Venezuela and the powers, and 
that it would .be desirable from every 
pom! that the present dispute should go 
to tl'.at tribunal for an adjustment. How 
strong these objections which Great 
Britain, Germany and Italy have to a 
reference of :he Venezuelan difficulty to 
the .Hague tribunal is not known to the 
administration at this time, even the 
nature of the objections, if any there be, 
is lot known. The negotiations looking 
to the selection of an arbitrator have 
not progressed sufficiently to develop 
such objections as the powers may have. 
The acceptance by the powers of tlio 
principlo of arbitration as applied to 
the Venezuelan question is a matter of 
great gratification to the President and 
his Cabinet. That till the powers have 
intimated, too, that they would prefer 
Ihe President should arbitrate the dis- 
pute, is taken as a notable compliment 
to Ihe President's personalty, and to liisr' 
administration. It is the hope of both 
the (President and his advisers, however, 
that while (hero is precedent for his 
acceptance of the post of arbitrator, the 
powers will consent to a referiiee of* 
the controversy matters in the Vene- 
zuelan question to the tribunal at the 
Hague. While it is recognized by the- 
President's closest advisors and by the 
President himself that some unpleasant 
probabilities might attend his perform- 
ance of the duties of arbitrator of the- 
pending Venezuelan difficulties, his 
friends assert that he will shrink no re- 
sponsibility that lie mav deem it bis. 
dnlv to undertake, hut will accept if the 
powers should insist on it, although he 
is very reluctant to do so.

'Port of Spain, Dee. 21.— The block- 
ade of Venezuelan porta was ibegun with 
an effective force at midnight last night. 
'1'he British have the cruisers Indefatig- 
able, Alert and Tribune, the special ser- 
vice steamer Columbine and the torpedo 
boat destroyer lioeket along the coast. 
The cruiser Ariadne, the Uagship of 
Vice- Admiral Douglas, is here and will 
remain. All the British operations will 
he directed from Trinidad. 

The cruiser Vineta, the German Hag- 
ship, left here this morning for La 
Guayra to reinforce the German cruis- 
ers Gazelle.

Lucia, her presence on the blockade ap- 
parently being unnecessary.

startling, -we might say. a most appalling 
change has taken place iu the racial 
character of immigrants to the United 
States. Iu 1SS1 the British Isles. Ger- 
many and Scandinavia, Teutonic coun- 
tries, the first containing a proportion 
of Teutonised Celts, sent 437.800 people 
to the United States; Italy, Russia, 
lAustra-ttluiigary and Itoumania aeut 
53,791 people. In 11)02. the first named 
countries sent 101,033 people, while the 
last-named sent 404.004 people. Immi- 
gration from Teutonic countries has do- 
creased to one-quarter of what it was, 
while the immigration of Latins and 
Slavs is now nine times as great as it 
was. If we turn to our own country as 
affecting the population of the United 
States wo find that in 1SS2, 70,210 Cana- 
dians settled in the United Stall's, and 
that in 1S00 there -wore 080,908 Cana- 
dians domiciled there. While this drain 
impoverished Canada, it greatly en- 
riched Ihe States. It is generally admit- 
ted that, with the exception perhaps of 
tho old Puritan stock, this Canadian 
strain is the most virile and strongest 
in the United States. Well, the United 
States is getting m> more of it. Cana- 
dian emigration to the United States has 
dwindled to a few hundreds a year, tho 
natural give ami take between two 
countries speaking the same langnage 
and engrossed in similar pursuits. Hut 
in addition to that, in 1808, 0.<HH) people 
emigrated from tin- United .States and 
settled iii the Canadian Northwest, in 
1S00, 11,0(10, ill 1000, 13.000. in l!KH. 
19,000. and in I0O2 over 25.111111. So that 
in the direct relations between Canada 
and the United States, the balance of 
trade lias altered t.. the tune of 95,000 
people a year in favor of Canada. A 
debit balance of 7o.<"«> has been turned 
into a credit balance of 231 KHI people. 
This is very gratifying and the more so, 
as the population migrating fiom the 
United Stalls to Canada is of the lost 
type. If the 23,000 Teutons whom the 
United States is losing annually to Can- 
ada he (subtracted from the 1U1.UO0 

•_-ai 1 from other sources, that moans 

that the I'niteil States was. twenty 
yeans ago, attracting; from Canada alone 
as many people as are now received 
from all. the Teutonic countries put to- 
gether. Temporarily this is very en- 
couraging to Canada, as the rival of the 
I'niteil Stales, but, if we look far enough 
ahead we can see that tile same condi- 
tions arc likely sooner or later to lie- 
conic manifest in Canada.

What Americans think tlcj 
our to their institutions, traditions, pre- 
judices, and social atmosphere have tin y 
iu.! owed much more largely to the in- 
herited character of Up. inim'grants. Ii 
is tnc very hard for a man who is the 
tuirniisi-ious product of Magna Charta. 
to disi over a real and nm a simulate I 
enthusiasm for the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence. The assimilative duality of 
the United State* has been much more 
largely due to what iis immigrants 
Hirought with them than I i anything lhe\ 
found upon their arrival. The institu 
tiuns of the United iStates are essential- 
ly Teuton'''. It. may he true that Teu- 
ton;,- mutilations absolutely divorced 
from Ihe trammels of Feudaliism. instead 
of gradually outgrowing them, have 
caused u somewhat lush growth of 
democratic freedom, llut the seed is the 
same and the fruit the same save as 
culture in a different soil has modified 
it. If this is true, and we do no! think 
it is likely to be disputed, then the rapid 
assimilation of immigrants, and con- 
seqtieut racial homngcniet.v of the peo- 
jde, depend very largely upon where the 
immigrants are hailing from.

The people of this province will view 
with grave disapproval the attempt 
made by Senator Teinpleniau in the 
Times newspaper, and in a statement 
made to the Vancouver Province to show 
that the Dominion fiovcrnmenl has dis- 
allovvi d ai ls containing the provisions of 
the Natal Art in deference to the vMies 
of the Imperial (Jovernment. The Im- 
perial Covernment certainly objected to 
certain laws passe 1 in ,1-iritisli Colum- 
bia a year or two ago. It objected to 
them .in the ground that they excluded 
Japnnese by name, thereby making at; 
offensive discrimination between them 
and other peoples. The Imperial Gov- 
ernment coupled this objection with ad- 
vice to d'.rilish Columbia t > puss the 
Natal Ad, intimating that such an act 
was unobjectionable from an Imperial 
point ..!' view. Sure then the Imperial 
Covernment has expressed the pious 
I opinion that the provisions of [he Natal 
I Art are ultra vires of the provinces of 
! Camilla, "having regard to the general 
j principles upon which the I'.. N. A. Act 
is based." Ail opinion uf this sort from 
a Covernment department like the Co- 
| Initial ottlee, has in. validity whatever. 
It is an opinion upon a point of law 
not a direction upon a point of policy. 
Very likely this opinion is well-founded, 
perhaps it is not . That is not Ihe point 
at issue. If the legislation ill question is 
ultra vires of the province, it is not ultra 
vires of the Dominion, and Sir Wilfrid 
l.aurier has no right in view uf his own 
pre-election pledge, ami "having regard 
to the general principles on which our 
representative institutions are bused," to 
refuse British Columbia the relief which 
British Columbia craves. 'What we 
specially dislike about the special plead- 
ing in which Senator Templeman in- 
dulges is that it seems to point to the 
necessity of having to find an excuse for 
the Dominion Government's taking no 
aetiou in the matter in the immediate 
future. 

lAUWAVS TO THE FRONT. 

Signor Marconi has been successful 
in transmitting messages from Croat 
Britain to Canada by wireless tele- 
graphy. That is a definite scientific 
achievement of a most stupendous char- 
acter. Tin' cable companies and those 
who resell! thi' possibility of great new 
discoveries in the hold of applied science, 
oe. a use they will interfere w ith estab- 
lished sources of profit, claim that wire- 
less telegraphy is simpiy an iulerestilig 
scientific toy, that it i- inaccurate and 
uncertain, that it depends upon favor- 
able wea t her eond I i.'iis, and i hat it can 
:.. vr supplant the submarine cable. In 
fact wireless telegraphy has been i e- 
•eived in very much the same spirit as 
railways were. It was claimed that lo- 
comotion by means of steam was hu- 
ll issible unless the rails were absolutely 
horizontal, and that they were only 
suited lo level ground. It was nlso 
claimed that the sight of traiiw moving 
with such rapidity would send the on- 
lookers mail, and that they should I lime- 
fore he prohibited by law. There is no 
doubt, however, that in wireless tele- 
graphy a principle has been 1 applied 
which will be improved and developed 
until it has ultimately astonishing ef- 
fects upon the facility of human corres- 
pondence. I [ is likely to cause as won- 
derful improvements iu the daily news- 
papers as telegraphy did, and we look 
forward to the day when a world circuit 
will be established making each place on 
the globe an equal news focus with 
every other. For the consolidation and 
development of the British Empire, it 
is ibound to be most valuable, fit would 
almost look as though it were a weapon 
Forged^ by the bauds of time to meet 
the crying need of (he British race in 
the twentieth century, a bulwark raised 
by destiny against its possible disinteg-

All the delightful 
creations of the milliner are shown in 
fascinating profusion: and the rich col- 
ors of the silks and satins and laces, 
fashioned into the multitude of articles 
which go to make up the requirements 
of feminine adornment, displayed with 
all the ingenuity which the window -dres- 
ser knows so well how to command, are 
perfectly - bewildering in their beauty 
find profusion. 

The youngsters who look forward to 
the coming of Christmas and Santa 
riuus. as the red letter day of their 
juvenile period, have in the toy stores, 
with their attractive displays, n vast 
wonderland opened up to t hem for their 
speculative curiosity as to winch and 
what of the thousands of faseinntinjf 
tops which are displayed, good old Santa 
iClaus will place in their particular -lock- 
ing': nn Thursday morning next. Manj 
of the toy shops are displaying mechani- 
cal tovs'of new design, and these are 
the delight of the youngsters who con- 
stantly crowd about the windows. 

The grocery stores are all displaying 
their choicest at this season, and Ho' 
trouble they have gone to to make at- 
tractive displays in their windows is 
amply rewarded, if one may judge by 
the crowds who constantly block the en- 
hances to the stores. Dainty wines 
from sunny France and Italy and 
fornia are shown in veritable Holds ot 
juicy currants and raisins and citrons 
and other of the require meats of the 
plum pudding and Christmas cakes. I he 
grocers report business as excellent tins 
year, money being apparently plentiful 
amongst all' classes in the community, us 
is testified bv the quantity and quality 
of the good things for the festive board. 

The jewelry stores are thronged hour- 
ly— in many cases it being difficult to 
find convenient entrance, so great in the 
crush. The variety of pretty things 
which the jewelers are offering this sea- 
son is only exceeded by the attractive- 
ness of the display of dainty articles 
which range in prices within the reach 
of all— from the millionaire, who rolls 
along in bis carriage and pair m search, 
mayhap, of a diamond necklace, to the 
day laborer who wishes some pretty trin- 
ket, for his sweetheart. 

The haberdashers' stores are doing a 
Innd-odice business, and bv the way. 
among their patrons are many of the 
gentle sex — meaning no doubt numerous 
umbrella and necktie gifts for the hand- 
some youths who are fortunate enough 
to possess a "best girl." The gents' fur- 
nishing displays lire very attractive, a 
multitude of really "new" things being 
shown this season. 'All the stocks are 
large ami invariably well-selected. 

Rome two or three years ago a visi- 
tor to Victoria remarked that in all his 
traveling he had never seen such large 
butcher shops nor such choice displays 
of meats. He said nowhere that he 
knew of did the butchers go to such 
trouble to make their exhibits at Christ- 
mas time so attractive. What the visi- 
tor said then he could repeat, only with 
more emphasis today. The shops today 
are in snob gala attire as to attract 
constant groups of admirers of fat beef, 
which makes one's mouth water in anti- 
cipation of juicy roasts, toothsome mut- 
ton, adorned with liollv garniture, tur- 
keys, geese and sucking pigs galore, not 
to mention the chickens and ducks— all 
these in a profusion which drives the 
dyspeptic to teai-s and induces the gour- 
mand to lot out another notch in the 
waistband of his unmentionables. 

Christmas is certainly coming and 
Victorians are getting ready for it: and. 
if the remaining dace are pleasant ones, 
Victoria merchants to till appearances, 
will make considerable increases in their 
bank accounts.

Now ships running 
out of tiiose ports to the Pacific are 
getting '20 shillings. The cause in at 
once apparent. They cannot pay ex- 
penses, much less make money, at the 
return cargo rates, which have pre- 
vailed on this Coast for the past three 
months. In truth, many sailing vessels 
wero forced to tio up on their arrival 
and await more satisfactory quotations. 

Those come slowly. The wheat crop 
has been moved: that is. there is very 
little of tho past season's crop remain- 
ing for shipment. It is needed for home 
consumption, where better prices are to 
be had than in foreign markets. Again, 
the wheat crop throughout the Pacific 
Coast stales fell far short of the earlier 
estimates as to the yield. 

Nevertheless, there is an improved con- 
dition in Coastwise charters, especially 
for lumber, the rate of which advanced 
oil cents a tun iluring the week just 
clcsed. Off shore lumber ligures are 
also better. There has also been a slight- 
ly perceptible stiffening' in grain char- 
ter quotations. The latter comes main- 
ly through th» tying up of so many 

Hud it not been for the visitation of a 
government subsidized French sailing 
fleet, Pacific Coast charters would never 
have dropped to their present quotation. 
The "Frenchmen" wrought havoc in 
grain rates. In the earlier fall they 
made quotations never heard of before 
on this Coast. They were able to do 
so only through the subsidy given by 
the Government whose Hag they are 
flying. 

There are now about 12." sad and 
steam vessels tied up ill Oakland creek, 
the marine rendezvous for San Fran- 
cisco unchartered vessels.

CO A L IS KINii. 

Use of Oil Said to He Responsible for 
Accidents. 

The steam collier Wyefleld passed up 
yesterday to load coal for San Francis- 
co. Since the California railways began 
to use oil, the coal shipments have not 
been so large as formerly, but it is ex- 
pected that the use of oil will be dis- 
continued shortly, the recent accidents 
having caused a feeling against the use 
of oil fuel. James II. Flynn, a Santa 
Fe engineer of San Francisco, said in 
an interview given at Seattle regarding 
the fatal wreck of the Los Angeles 
"Owl" and Stockton "Flyer" at Byron, 
California, that it would mean another 
nail in the collln of oil as n fuel for en- 
gines of the Southern 'Faeitio. He said: 

"The cause of the accident wan the 
use of oil in the engines," said Mr. 
Flynn, "and it 'will only be a short time 
until the road will have to abandon it 
altogether and return to the use of 
Washington conl. 

"Tills is not tho first accident there 
has been on the road from the same 
cause, and it is getting to 'be very ex- 
pensive. The despatches state that 
when tiie "Owl" left the Oakland mole 
it was noticed there 'was a leak in the 
engine boilers, and that when the train 
reached Byron this had become so great 
that it was necessary to stop and repair 
the damage. Of course there was warn- 
ing given the Stockton train, but that is 
not to lie taken into account. 

"The fact is that the oil used in the 
engine had sprung the boiler plates so 
that it was not tit to use. 

"This has been the case many times 
since the road began using the cheap 
fuel. The heat from the oil is too in- 
tense and the boilers are not able to 
stand it. This was the experience of 
tho Santa Fe and I hey did not keep it 
011 very long. The Southern Pacific, 
since it began using oil, has spent more 
money in repairing its engines, to say 
nothing of the loss in the wear ami 
tear, than would have jiaid the extra cost 
id' coal many times over. 

"For two months past the road has 
been changing the oil burners to coal on 
their freight ei|ui|iinent. but as yet th<- 
passenger trains have th.- oil. It will 
only be a short time when all will have 
to be changed."

OF SALMON 



London Paper's Impressions - 
Chinese Labor— Advice 
to British Capital. 



'Che following appears in the London 
Daily Telegraph of November 7 from 
the special correspondent who visited 
British Columbia with the Old Country 
editors: 

Like certain Americans, who "eat nil 
they can ami •can' all tliev can't," the 
[British Columbian eats a great deal of 
.sr.lmon ami cans the rest. The salmon- 
tinning industry is an important trade, 
in winch many millions of dollars are in- 
vested, and of which the yearly turn- 
over by now considerably exceeds three 
million dollars. It is along the hanks 
<d" the EYaser and Columbia rivers that 
the canning establishments are chiefly 
found, where every day during the sea- 
son thousands of line fish are cut up 
anil packed for future consumption in 
all parts of the world. Although mil- 
lions form the lowest figure at which 
one can estimate their numbers, it is 
every four years that the great salmon 
run occurs, and on these occasions the 
sight of the fish is almost beyond belief 
unless iti:e actually sees it. The stories 
of these runs, of the great weight of 
(is'i which nt spawning time struggle up 
"the Fraser river for hundreds of miles 
until a point is reached at which conies 
:i hopeless jamb, sound like so many 
travelers' tales, were they not so uni- 
versally and completely vouched for. 
In their efforts to movo up stream the 
tish hniise and batter themselves against 
each other and on the rocks until they 
can no longer bo used as an article of 
coinnio-ce. At times the broad expanses 
<d' river • ••• deep pools are 'packed almost 
solid with splendid fish, struggling to 
reach tic *pa\vuing ground. It almost 
rei|tiiies the belief of personal observa- 
tion to understand thai it is possible to 
wade through a shallow stream with | 
salmon knocking about your legs. This 
actually occurred. The person who 
underwent the experience was com- 
pelled to dismount from his pony, 
which became restive under the repeated had hern dtl 
blows nf the lish, and his only revenge 
on reaching the farther hank war- to 
poke the lish for half tin hour with his 
cane and watch them scurrv away with 
alarm. It is also said that the British 
Columbia salmon do not rise nt a fly. 
For my part. I heard of no one fly-fish- 
ing, and for commercial purposes the 
si 1 nn in are netted. Small boats with 
two or three men set out nightly, and 
return at the dawn often weighed down 
10 the gunwale with the result of their 
catch. The banks of the rivers near 
the estuaries are lined with factories 
reared out in the stream on piles. There 
is an Oriental touch on the scene, for 
nearly all the labor employed is colored. 
Placid oil-skinned Chinamen or active 
little .laps are at work repairing nets 
and making good defects in the sails. 
The townships at the hack are so manv 
glimpses nt' the Far East making itself 



the great coal deposits, which have now 
been steadily and uninterruptedly work- 
ed for over 40 years, it is n fair farm- 
ing laud, and the presence of deposits of 
copper nnd iron has been attested. 
Prominent in agricultural pursuits has 
been the New Vancouver Coal company, 
w hich opened up u rich valley for cul- 
tivation, and further instituted a num- 
ber of five acre lobs which the miners 
purchased on easy terms.

The men have thus a double interest. 
They are comfortably off, and I have 
not heard that they go much on strike. 
Indeed, a more contented life cannot he 
imagined. Working a shift of eight 
hours, they have ample time to culti- 
vate their pears, pearlies and straw- 
berries, and with it of living in a genial 
(dime, amid charming surroundings, as 
healthy nnd as picturesque as the heart 
can desire. 

Throughout the entire length of my 
trip across Canada the only note of 
depression I heard was in the mining 
centres in the Kootenay and Boundary 
districts. Elsewhere on the Const, in 
ithe great wheat fields, and in the in- 
dustrial nad pastoral centres of Eastern 
Canada there was a general feeling of 
buoyancy and hope. Each Canadian [ 
came in contact with seemed to feel that 
!l great future was opening before his 
country: that before long its vast and 
manifest resources would be more act- 
ively developed; that it was only 11 
i|iieslion of time before sound and sub- 
stantial industries would be ill full 
swing, and that the commercial wealth 
of the country was multiplying fast.
